G.S.R. 801 (E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) read with clause (b) of sub-section (2) of 
section 60 of the Railways Act, 1989 (24 of 1989), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Railway Passengers (Cancellation of Tickets and Refund of Fares) Rules, 1990, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Railway Passengers (Cancellation of Tickets and Refund of Fares) (Second 

Amendment) Rules, 1995. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Railway Passengers (Cancellation of Tickets and Refund of Fares) Rules, 1990,— 

(a) in rule 6, in sub-rule (1), in clause (a), for the words “airconditioned first class”, the words “airconditioned first 
class/executive class” shall be substituted; 

(b) in rule 15, in sub-rule (1), after clause (c), the following sub-clause shall be inserted, namely :— 

“(d) if the ticket is for executive class, the difference between the notified executive class fare for the concerned 
section and the first class fare (Mail and Express) for the concerned distance of that section.”
